There  is  e sharp  reduction  in  the  number  of  new  Louses  in  the 
District  and  this  will  inevitably  continue  a:  a result  ox  credit 
restrictions . 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  immediate  effect  of  Rcvali  jion  for 
Rating  has  been  to  reduce  the  Council’s  revenue  from  thi,:  source  rather 
than  to  increase  it,  as  many  people  had  expected. 

The  lev;  death  rate  and  high  proportion  of  deaths  in  the  'over  65’ 
group  implies  a growing  need  for  accommodation  for  the  aging  but  not 
infirm  as  well  for  the  aged  and  infirm  who  if  they  are  not  looked  after 
by  friends  become  through  this  Council,  a responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  or  the  Hospital  Board, 

Hutted  camps  remain  a source  of  anxiety  to  the  Council  and  its 
officers  and  there  now  remains  a.  hard  core  of  difficult  problems  to  be 
faced  - families  with  a poor  standard  of  living,  to  whom  a Council 
house,  with  its  high  rent  would  bo  a mixed  blessing.  The  huts  are 
now  entering  their  last  year  of  life  and  before  1957  is  out,  their 
occupants  will  have  to  be  re-located. 

Immunisation  remains  a stumbling  block  and  still  only  about  -gras 
of  the  new  babies  are  protected  against  diphtheria  end  whooping  cough. 

The  dispersal  of  Animal  slaughtering  has  caused  a back-log  in  the  work 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  so  that  figures  cannot  be  given  for  the 
numbers  of  over-crowded  houses,  nor  relating  to  details  of  hater  supply. 
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'..ith  a shifting  element  in  the  population,  figures  relating  to 
overcrowding  arc  of  doubtful  value  but  the  water  supply  position  should 
be  clarified  in  the  near  future.

Apart  from  the  high  incidence  of  measles , which  * as  cigpected 
and  the  leaser  secondary  perl:  in  the  whooping  cough  cycle  other  disease 
were  not  excessive  and  there  was  little  warning  of  the  ramatic 
out  hr  Cede  of  some  dysentery  that  attacked  the  Conin  shy  rxca  within 
a few  days  cf  the  return  to  school  in  January  1956. 

In  r ctrospcct  it  seemed  prohahlc  that  cases  were  occurring 
sporadically  and  unrecognised. 

A study  was  made  of  the  age  incidence  of  measles  end  '..'hooping 
cough  to  ascertain  whether  any  young  child’ s infection  could  have 
heen  traced  to  contact  with  other  cases  notified  in  the  same  house. 
However ; only  19  cases  of  measles  were  in  children  under  two,  and  of 
these  only  six  showed  previous  cases  in  the  some  house. 

Discussion  rith  General  Practitioners  suggests  that  the  cases 
in  young  children  ore  not  p.rtrcularly  severe  rnd  that  passive 
preventive  me  ..sure s were  not  justified. 

In  the  .case  of  act  .ve  iinxiunisation,  there  is  now  Ixttle  doubt 
that,  in  the  cs.se  of  whooping  cough,  a very  great  degree  of  protection 
is  given  by  immunization  and  the  combination  of  the  materials  so  that 
both  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  protection  cxe  achieved  in  three 
visits  is  now  firmly  established  with  both  doctors  and  parents.

The  principal  provisions  are  administered  "by  the  Pegional 
Hospital  Board  through  the  Hospital  anagement  Committees.  In 
common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  accommodation  for  mental 
defectives  is  seriously  lacking  and  many  defectives  remain  an 
intolerable  burden  on  their  families  for  years  before  accommodation 
is  found. 

A survey  of  defectives  for  whom  accommodation  had  been 
sought  has  been  carried  out  with  the  object  of  m king  .n  i::p  rtial 
priority  assessment. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  acute  cases  of  illness  n always 
be  found  through  the  Bod  bureau  at  I incoln  County  Hospital  whilst 
although  it  is  considerably  more  difficult,  the  same  agency  hen 
boon  most  helpful  when  beds  are  req aired  for  the  chronic  s;ck. 

The  use  of  small  local  hospitals,  not  only  for  chronic  sick, 
but  also  for  the  less  seriously  ill  medical  and  surgical  cases  is 
well  established  and  is  beneficial  to  the  patient  as  well  as  to  the 
local  doctors  who  retain  the  care  of  their  p tient  whilst  in  hospital. 
This  makes  for  continued  confidence  between  doctor  and  patient  which 
should  not  be  under-estimated  in  value,  Similarly,  the  local 
welfare  services,  such  as  the  h.V,  . are  strengthened  by  the  knowledge 
that  they  are  helping  their  own  local  folk. 
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Pious  ing: 


The  fruits  of  the  housing  survey  were  beginning  to  become 
recognisable  by  the  end  of  the  year,  end  the  volume  of  unfit 
housing  dealt  with  under  demolition  orders,  etc.  had  increased 
three-fold  on  the  previous  year.

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In  est  shby  advantage  was  taken  of  the  County  Council's  Highway 
improvement  scheme  to  1 y a foul  sewer  in  the  same  trench  through  the 
village  and  thus  to  obviate  re-opening  the  road.  This  was  in  advance 
of  the  main  scheme  and  no  disposal  plant  has  been  erected.

Refuse  Collection: 

No  complaints  have  been  received  egarding  this  service  but  there 
remains  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  sites  for  refuse  dispos.  .1 
end  the  large  volume  of  paper  is  a nuisance  to  the  collectors. 

There  is  proper  pressure  on  food  preparers  to  wrap  their  products 
of 1 actively  but  this  entails  wrappers  and  containers  not  readily 
disposable  in  some  modern  homes. 

Food  Ny.gi.onc. : 

Progress  has  bc-cn  made  in  rendering  safe  the  publ?  c milk  supply. 

Now  there  is  no  retailer  of  raw  undcsignated  milk  in  the  area. 

It  must  be  recognised,  that,  desirable  as  it  is,  the  milk  of  tuberculin 

tested  cows,  like  any  other  milk,  is  liable  to  contamin  tion  after  leaving 

the  cow,  and  thus  carry  the  germs  of  disease. 

Nevertheless,  the  elimination  of  raw  undcsignated  mil::,  from  the 
trade  is  a victory  worth  recording. 

In  the  case  of  foods  sold  retail  in  the  distract,  much  is  of  the 
pre-packed  type,  e.g.  wrapped  brcn.d,  tinned  vegetables  and  fruit  and  the 
risk  of  infection  is  minimal. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  will  provide  for  much  stricter 
control  of  food  premises  and  rigid  inspection  will  be  required  for  it 
will  remian  a duty  of  the  Inspectors  to  ensure  that  all  food-handlers 
know  and  understand  the  regulations  so  that  they  re  live  why  they  are 
required  to  comply  and  not  merely  to  passively  do  .as  they  are  told. 
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Meat  Inspection 


Complete  post-mortem  inspection  is  recorded  for  all  animals  killed 
for  food  in  the  District  and  a comparison  with  the  figures  for  1954 
will  show  how  this  work  has  been  more  than  doubled  in  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  carcases  remains  high  - about 
% of  beasts  and  pigs  and  23%  of  cows.  Since  cow-beef  and  poik  are 
largely  used  for  sausage  -making , the  importance  of  thorough  cooking  must 
be  emphasized  and  I can  see  no  sense  in  the  cookery-book  suggestion  that 
beef  sausage  takes  only  half  as  long  to  cook  as  pork  sausage. 

It  is  understood  of  course  that  meat  known  to  be  infected  is 
condemned  end  dyed  by  the  Inspector  but  there  remains  always  some  risk 
of  infection  of  other  parts  or  other  carcases  should  the  s laugh' terrnan' s 
knife  or  other  tool  become  contaminated.
